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1. The second issue of Hotieias de ESpafia, successor to Espatia Inde ndiente, 


official organ of the Communist Party of Spain in Argentina, arpeared on 
29 April. Noticias de Bspatia is being printed by Editorial \lea of Buenos 
fires, a semi-official publishing firm controlled by the Argentine govern= 
ment. According to source, the Communist nature and backing* of the vaper 
are being carefully concealed. The editers are endeavoring to create the 
impression that it is merely an anti-Franco orgin without any varticular 
nolitical orientation or affiliation. It is honed that the point of view 
of the paner will be accented as heing Spanish Republican rather than 
Communist, 4s the hackers intend it to become the most widely read Svanish 
paper in the Spanish colony. The paper will curry the favor of the Galleran 
and Basque communities by apnesling to their autonomist and separatist 
inclinations. Its general coverage of irgentine and Spanish news is good, 
and a special effort is being ~ade to cover the social activities of the 
various communities of the anti-Franco colony. The backers of Yoticia 

de Esvaia are trying to capitalize on the financial difficulties that the 
Sasque, Gallepan, and Republican groups 2re having oublishing their own 
newspapers, They hove that the success of “oticias de Uspafia will force 
these groups to bandon their separate sheets, leaving the field clear 
for Notielas de Espata to snresd Communist propa panda . 
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The first issue of the newsoiver cost 1,590 vesos and the second 1,6%0 
pesos. The naper does not make an effort to obtain vaid advertisenents , 
but since 1t has the financial sup-ort of the Communist “arty of Spain, 
its continuition will denend more -n its ability to gain peneril eceptance 
in anti-Franco circles rather than on its success in obtaining paid adver~ 
tisements. Also, it is nossible that the Argentine authorities will close 
it down by refusing to authorize newsorint for it. 
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
